local industries our .city v:ould bo much more prosperous and its industries 


moro diversified. 


There is another way in which many citizens' injure tho city, sometimes 


unintentionally, but nevertheless effectively. 
It is uy lack cf publiu spirit 


as shown by their selfishness when by a little sacrifice.they might promote 


the interests of-(ho city. 
Only lot the city government set out to erect a. 


public building and the land owners will nt oncd put up the price of their 


laud, with a view to making the city pay the last cent. 
There Imvc been 


mtuicrous instances of this chaiactor quite recently, and it is ono'of the 


great obstacles which the enterprising men of Lowell have to contend with 


'when.they go out lo bring in new industries. 
They may select a silo as 


suitable for some piospecting industry, but when they come to secure nn 


option from the property owners, they find the price put up to exorbitant 


figures. 
In.this way the whole transaction is blocked and flic industry 


goes elsewhere. 
It is true that in a very considerable number of cases 


objections of I his kind have been overcome, but not until after a consider- 


1 able amount of tedious dickering. 


Tho people who carry out this policy are fully ns reprehensible ns those 


who go about criticising Lowell unjustly^, It is a fact that in this city 
people have to work for a living and that wages arc not so high as in some 
other place's, the shoe cities for example, but that is no reason why the 
good name of Lowell should ho dragged in the dust by her own citizens. 
Qur city is among the foremost in tho state for progress, enterprise and 
intelligence so that (here is no reason why anybody should assail her rcpu-

doubtedly one o£ the worst failings that prevail among our people. 
Already 


it is well known that millions of dollars hiivo been lost by Lowell men who 


invested their money in mining stocks and other spcciilativo schemes, tho 


character and value of which they had no moans of ascertaining. 
If (lie 


millions that have been thrown away in .this manner had been invested in 


local industries our city would be much more prosperous and its industries 


more diversified. 


There is another way in which many citizens injure the city, sometimes 


unintentionally, but nevertheless effectively. 
It is by lack of public spirit 


as shown by their selfishness when by a little sacrifice they might promote 


the interests of Ihe city.

JAPAN, SAYS AMBASSADOR 


MEXICO CITY.^ 
March 11.— That 


Mexico has granted to Japan no con- 
cession for the maintenance of a naval 
station and no privileges on the Tehu- 
anteplc railroad arc statements which 
Enrique C. Creel, minister of foreign 
affair?, yesterday afternoon authorized 
Francisco L. de LaBarra, Mexican am- 
bassador at Washington, to make. 


The increasing rumor in the United 


States that Mexico had entered into an 
agreement with Japan whereby the lat- 
ter was to be permitted to use certain 
ports . along the coast of lower Cali- 
fornia and to be granted special privil- 
eges for the transportation of supplies 
over the Isthmian railroad, caused Mr. 
de LaBarra to send to the foreign of- 
fice today a request that he be per- 
mitted to make a definite statement re- 
garding the charges. 


Mr. Creel lias also asked Mr. de La- 


Barra to extend to President Taft his 
thanks for the latter's friendly attitude 
and for the explanation he sent to 
President Diaz relative to the mobiliza- 
tion of American troops. 


"Mexico could not expect anything 


else from a country which has shown 
herself to be such a 
fiend 
during so 


many years, and that so efficiently has 
aided in her 
economic development," 


Mr. Creel says In his telegram to Mr. 
«e La Barra, adding: 


"The words of the president will no

Some people in naming tho things injurious to Lowell place foremost 


ihe tendency to invest money in wild cat schemes outside. 
This is un- 


doubtedly One of the worst failings that prevail among our people. 
Already 


it is well known that millions of dollars have been lost by Lowell men who 


invested their money in mining stocks and other speculative schemes, tho 


character and value of which they had no moans of ascertaining. 
If the 


millions that have been thrown away in this manner had been .invested in 


local industries our city would be much more prosperous and its industries 


more diversified. 


There is another way in which many citizens injure, the city, sometimes 


unintentionally, but nevertheless effectively. 
II is by lack of public spirit 


as shown by their selfishness when by a little sacrifice (hey might promote 


Ilia' interests of Iho city. 
Only let (he city government set out to erect a 


public building and the land owners will at once put up the price of their 


land, with a view to making tho city pay the lust cent. 
There have been 


numorous instances of this character quite recently, and it is one of the 


great obstacles which-the'enterprising men of Lowell have to contend with 


when they go out to bring in now industries. 
They may select a site as 


suitable for sonic prospecting industry, but when they come to secure an 


option from the property owners, they find the price put up to exorbitant 


figures. 
In this way the whole transaction is blocked and the industry 


goes elsewhere. 
It is true that in u very considerable number of cases 


objections of this kind have been overcome, but not until-after a consider- 


able amount of tedious dickering. 


The people who carry out this policy arc fully as reprehensible as those 


who go about criticising Lowell unjustly. 
It is a fact Hint in this cily 


people'have to work for a living and that wages are not so high as in some 
other places, the shoe cities for example, but that is no reason why the 
godd name of Lowell should bo dragged in the dust by her own citizens. 
Our city is among the foremost in (ho slate for progress, 
enterprise and 


intelligence so that there is no reason \\liy anybody should assail her repu- 
tation by habitual fault finding.
